WASHINGTON—(P) Ameri- 
can Consul General Angus Ward 
made his second telephone report 
to the outside world yesterday, 
but he was still a long way ‘from 
winning complete freedom from 
Chinese Communist control. 

Ward, who was let out of a Com- 
munist jail at Mukden late Mon.- 
day night, talked by telephone 
with American Consul General O. 
Edmund Clubb at Peiping. Clubb

He Said. howe, ©} that the con- 
nection was bad. Ward was able 


only to confirm what he reported 
in his initial telephone talk with 
Clubb Wednesday that he and the 
four aides arrested with him a 
month ago had at last returned to 
their homes in the American Con 
sul compound at Mukden. 

State Department Press Officer 
Michael McDermott said it had 
been determined that the Chinese 
Communist police at Mukden had 
released Ward and his four asso- 
Ciates at 9 p. m. (Mudken time), 
Monday. The release came after 
all five had been convicted by the 
Communists of beating a Chinese 
employee in a wage dispute. had 
been sentenced to serve jail terms 
of several months each and then 
had the sentences commuted to 
deportation. U. S. officials had de- 
rided the charges as ‘‘trumped up.” 

The critical question now is 
what the Communist authorities 
will do about transportation agree- 
ments. 

The assumption of the officials 
here was that Ward and his staff, 
would be provided with transpor- 
tation but that it may be several 


days before they actually know 
when and how they will be able 
to leave. 

Mukden has railroad connec. 
tions with two of China's impor- 
tant. port cities, Tientsin= and 
Dairen. Chinese experts in the 
State Department expect that 
Ward and his group will be de.

ropolitan area. 

Daught-y pointed out that the 
1940 Federal census showed that 
the old Atlanta Metropolitan Area 
had a population density of 150 
persons per square mile and an 
area of only 257.5 square miles. 

The population within Atlanta's 
corporate city limits, Daughtry 
said, will be shown in the census. 
“But that will be a comparatively 
gmall figure,” he added. 

“The census report will elabo- 
rate on the population of the met-) 
ropolitan area,” he said. Daugh- 
try explained that this figure will 
reflect a tremendous increase over 
the corporate figure. 

In addition to the population, 
fhe Federal census will show 
housing statistics for the Atlanta 
Urbanized Area, which will con- 


sist of the City, plus all con- 
tiguous incorporated suburbs and 
all surrounding unincorporated 
territory which has been defined 
and which has a population den- 
sity of approximately 2,000 per.

BONN, Germany — (4) — The 
West German Repubhe started on 
the long road toward becoming a 


power in worid affairs through an 
agreement yesterday with the 
United States, Britain and France 
easing restrictions imposed on Ger- 
man industry, foreign trade and 
merchant shipping. 

The Western powers agreed that 
West Germany may: 

1. Retain 18 large synthetic oi), 
rubber and steel plants that had 
been marked for dismantling. 
Among them is.the August Thyssen 
Steel Works. one of the largest in 
Germany. All dismantling in divid- 
ed Berlin is to cease. 

2. Establish 
mercial relations 
tries where such 
advantageous.” 

3. Rebuild a merchant fleet for 
high seas trade. 

The Western powers also agreed 
to promote German membership 
in “all those international organiza- 
tions through which German ex- 
perience and support can contrl- 
bute to the general welfare.” 

The West German government 
in return agreed to participate 
wholeheartedly in the Interna 
tional Authority for the Industrial! 
Ruhr, which the Germans previ- 
ously have boycotted. It also 
agreed to co-operate with the Big 
Three high commissions in the 
work of the Military Security 
Board, which has the task of keep- 
ing German war potential to a 
minimum. Similar German pledges 
were given to eradicate Nazism 
and continue Allied steps against 
German cartels and monopolies.

Savannah on Feb. 12, 1733, held and the third was upon Yama- 


craw Bluff, the morning after the 
group landed there. 

Gen Oglethorpe. enroute to 
Georgia. landed first at Charleston. 

“On the verv night of their ar- 
rival, having first assembled the 
emigrants and returned thanks to 
Almighty God for ‘this favorable 
termination of the vovage, Gen. 
Oglethorpe, accompanied by an 
escort proceeded to Charlestown 
and waited upon his Excellency 
Robert Johnson, Governor of the 
Province of South Carolina.” wrote 
the historian, Charles C. Jones. 

fter his stav in Charleston, 
Gen. Oglethorpe moved on. to 
Beaufort, S. C.. a port between 
Charleston and Savannah and the 
“following Sunday was observed 
as a day of special Thanksgiving. 
the Rev. Lewis Jones preaching 
before the Colonists. and thet: 
Chaplain, the Rev. Dr. Hubert, oc- 
cupying Dr. Jones’ pulpit in Beau 
fort.” 

Following tha%™% service. Gen 
Oglethorpe provided a “bountiful” 
dinner, attended also bv the res} 
dents of the neighborhood 

Leaving the Colonists at Beau 
fort, Gen. Oglethorpe, accompanied 
by Gen. William Bull, of South 
Carolina, proceeded to and up the 
Savannah River and stopped at 
Yamacraw Bluff, selecting that 
spot because of its high eminence 
above the river. 

He conferred with the nearby 
Indian Chief Tomochichi through 
a half-breed woman, Mary Mus- 
grove, and received assurance 
from the Chief of peace between 
him and the Colonists. 

Col. Bull was honored bv hav- 
ing one of the principal streets 
of Savannah named for him. 

Having made peace with the 
Indians, Gen. Oglethorpe went 
back to Beaufort and then pro- 
ceeded to “Savannah.” the name 
he had given the landing spot. 
He reached Yamacraw Bluff in the 
afternoor:. 

Farly the next morning. Gen. 
Oglethorpe convened the people 
to “thank God for His safe con- 
duct of the Colony to its appointed 


‘destination, and to invoke His 
blessings upon the Plantation.” 


Addressing the group, Gen. 
Oglethorpe “solemnly and_ earn- 
estly reminded the Colonists of 
their duties as the founders of 
Georgia, impressing upon them the 
important fact that “seed now 
sown would yield a harvest either 
for good 'or bad in the coming 
generations.” 

Against the evils of intem- 
perance and idleness, Gen. Ogle- 
thorpe uttered an emphatic warn- 
ing, and cautioned them to be 
“prudent and upright” in their 
intercourse with the Indians. 

“It is my hope,” he said, “that 
through your good example. the 
Settlement of Georgia may prove 
a blessing and not a curse to the 
native inhabitants.” 

Oglethorpe then outlined the du- 
ties facing the Colony, and in 
short. told them “now § get to 
work.” 

The first official proclamation 
for Thanksgiving Davy in Georgia 
was issued on July 21, 1742, by 
Gen. Oglethorpe who set July 25 
as the dav to return thanks fo 
winning the Battle of Bloody 
Marsh on St. Simons Island. This 
forever ended threat of Spanish 
invasion from the South to Geor- 
gia, and the other 12 original 
“States” hailed the great victory. 
Especially did South Carolina, the 
Colony of Georgia having been 
established primarily as a buffer 
to that State from the Spanish 
hordes who occupied what is now 
Florida. 

Gen. Oglethorpe in his procla 
mation described the battle in de- 
tail and said in part: 

“Truly the Lord has done great 
things for us by securing us from 
the power of a numerous toe, who 
boasted that they would conquer 
and dispossess us. Not our strength 
or might has saved us—our salva- 
tion is of the Lord.” 

Oglethorpe was evidently on St. 
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ford, on behalf of the Pilgrims: 
who came over on the Mayflower,» 
set ‘the last Thursday in Novem- 

ber of that year as the day to 

“thank Providence for the good 

harvest.” 

The first Thanksgiving Day 
proclamation for the Nation as a 
whole was issued on Oct. 3, 1789,' 
by President George Washington 
who set Nov. 26 as a “day of 
thanksgiving and prayer” for the 
success of the Revolutionary War 
and for the formation and adop- 
tion of the Constitution. 

Therefore, Georgia as a State, 
first observed Thanksgiving Day, 
on Nov. 26, 1789, in St. Paul’s| 
Church in Augusta, then the capl-| 
tal of the State Public exercises, | 
attended by the General Assem- 
blv, were held on that day. 

Following the lead of the Na- 
tion. Georgia over the years has 
observed Thanksgiving Davy and 
the Legislature in 1945 set the 
fourth Thursday in November to 
be observed annually as Thanks- 
giving Day.” 

The .late. President Roosevelt 
heightened interest in Thanksgiv- 
ing Day observance in Georgia} 
because of the fact he for several 
vears joined the polio patients at 
Warm Springs in observing this 
day, he always carving the tradi-; 
tional turkey served. He attended| 
services there in 1932, soon after, 
being elected President; in 1941, 
just prior to the Pearl Harbor} 
attack, and lastly in November, | 
1944, before his death there in 
April, 1945.

Even Reds Are Lauding Marshall Plan 


This Washington Correspondent for the Deroit News is on a special tour in Europe. 


ROME—The Communist Mayor of Bologna, heart of the Soviets’ stronghold in Italy, half-turned 
from the crowd toward the three Americans sitting near him on the platform, and what he said 


nearly knocked them out of their seats. 

“All you have to do is look around you,” he 
said, ‘and you'll see concrete signs of the benefits 
the European Recovery Program is bringing to 
Italy.” 

The Mayor's speech, opening one of the scores 
of handsome exhibits ERP is putting on all over 
Italy, was symbolic of the retreat which the 
Marshall Plan has forced on Soviet agents all 
over this strategic peninsula. 

Emilia, the province of which Bologna is capi- 
tal, voted 80 percent Communist in the 1948 elec- 
tion. There is real ferment there against the 
fantastic disparity between. the living standards 
of rich and poor. The Kremlin has been capi- 
talizing on it. 

The three Americans who were pleasantly 
startled by the Mayor's speech were J. D. Zel- 
lerbach, ERP Manager for Italy; Andrew Berd- 
ing, his Director of Information, and Col. Thomas 
Lane, his Labor Director. They were touring five 
provincial capitals, all of which have Communist 
mayors, to give the proper send-offs for the fancy 
exhibits which are especially designed to appeal 
to the artistic Italian temperament. 

All five of the mayors attended except one 
who was away and sent his assistant. Three ot 
them spoke outright for ERP. To do anything 
else would have damaged them politically. Their 
constituents obviously were “eating up” the at- 
tractive American presentation. 

The job of selling ERP and America to the 
Italians is primarily the responsibility of Berd- 
ing, former chief of the Associated Press Bureau 
in Rome. 

In Italy, Berding has a lot to sell. Zellerbach 
has been intelligent enough to use billions of lire 
which Italy has paid for American food and ma- 
terials, but which cannot be transferred into dol- 
lars, for public works projects everyone can see. 
It is a little difficult to explain to an Italian who 
pays for his bread that the United States is 
“giving” him the wheat; he can see a handsome 
new bridge or viaduct or railroad station. Plas- 
tered prominently on every project Berding has 
a big metal shield, with a background of U. S. 
and Italian colors, that tells the public it is a 
result of Italian labor and American aid. 

On every pay envelope of the 225,000 which 
go weekly to those employed on projects financed 
by this great “lire pool” is the message: “This 
public work which is realized with your labor 
is paid for by the ERP lire fund.” . 

e Italians can’t be reached by the same 


public media which keep the American people 
promptly informed, Berding explains. 

“When President Truman disclosed the Rus- 
sian atomic explosion, nearly every American 
knew it by press and radio within a couple of 
hours,” he says, “but if (Alside) De Gasperi had 
said the same thing in Italy, many Italians would 
not have heard of it yet. 

Newspapers reach only about one home in 12. 
ERP makes maximum use of radio, with a pow- 
erful half-hour program broadcast once a week 
in 22 languages, including all of those spoken 
behind the Iron Curtain, and more frequent 15- 
minute shots in Italian. French, German and 
English. Italy is portrayed in these shows as 
Italy, Inc., a company in which all Italians have 
an interest as stockholders who benefit together 
as Italy benefits. 

But most Italians cannot afford radios, so 
Berding uses sound trucks all over Italy, usually 
in conjunction with a half-hour movie. His teams 
are on the move from town to town selling the 
U. S. message continuously. The same pictures 
run in the regular Italian movie houses. This 
approach reached the Italian where the printed 
word does not. 

A contest for Italian children has just been 
completed, in which 235,000 bought ERP note- 
books and wrote essays on “Reconstruction and 
Savings.” The winner, a 12-year-old boy, gets a 
trip to the United States. There are many other 
prizes and the idea is catching on like wildfire. 
Berding is expecting a demand for 4,000,000 note- 
books in the next contest. 


Some of them are works of art. The Com- 
munist Mayor of one city not only provided a 
palace for the exhibit but furnished a huge, two- 
story model of the Italian boot with lights flash- 
ing on in relays to pin point the places where 
American shipments of coal have helped, where 
machinery has gone in, and so on. 

_ Sacks of American grain line the walls, while 
high hybrid corn, outstripping the Italian variety 
by a couple of feet, is shown as the product of 
American seed. 

Nearly everyone who has had family illness 
knows that American medicines, financed by the 
American taxpayer, have saved thousands of 
Italian lives. These medicines and their healing 
qualities are explained. 

All this salesmanship, to insure that our help 
will make a firm friend in Italy, costs the United 
States not one cent. It is financed by the “coun- 
terpart lire.” This money can never be con- 
verted into dollars, but it is doing a job for us 
over here.

Cerebral Palsy Society 


Editor Constitution: Following the advise 
given in your editorial on Feb. 11, 1949, the 
Cerebral Palsy Society of Georgia has not been 
“content to rest upon their laurels” but has 
forged ahead in its efforts to obtain for the 
cerebral palsied children of the States the oppor- 
tunities which rightfully should be theirs. 

The splendid publicity given us by your paper 
has played a large part in the progress already 
made by our Society. We appreciate this fully, 
and are grateful for your continuing interest. 

I have sent the following letter to Gov. Tal- 
madge: 

“You were pleased, I am sure, when you 
had the privilege on Feb. 8 of signing the 
Cerebral Palsy Act, thereby making it law. 
Georgia was at last acknowledging its respon. 
sibility to that large segment of its popula- 
tion, crippled and helpless, which it had 
thrust back into the farthest of its 
social conscience. 

“To call this situation to the attention of 
the public was one of the goals set by the 
small group of parents who last year organ- 
ized themselves into the Cerebral Palsy So- 
ciety of Georgia. They. and the thousands 
who have since joined forces with them, 
realize that the problem of a cerebral palsied 
person is a complex one—far beyond the 
ability of any one family to cope with. It is 
a serious medical, social, and educational 
one, at best. The parents of these children 
realize their own responsibilities and are 
striving to meet them. But the assistance of 
the State is urgently needed to turn these 
4,000 children, and an equal number of older 
cerebral palsied from possible actual charges 
of the State into self-sufficient and happy 
citizens who may contribute their share to 
the welfare of the Commonwealth. 

“Georgia has acknowledged her responsi- 
bility, but as yet has appropriated no funds 
with which to meet her obligation. You, 
Mr. Talmadge, above all people, can influ- 
ence the Legislature to correct this condition 
when it next convenes. Surely, if it is in- 
formed what many States over the nation, 
including our own sister State, Alabama, are 
doing about this problem, it would not hesi- 
tate to give Georgia’s cerebral palsied equal 
opportunities.”

Until such 
time as Fulton and DeKalb County takes the 
necessary steps for prevention of mental illness, 
as well as treatment, can we expect too much in 
the way of improvement? Commitment to Mil- 
ledgeville is like “locking the gate after the 
horse is out.” 

I, for one, would like to see a similar notable 
effort extended by the gentlemen on the Hospital 
Authority, toward more adequate § staffing, 
equipping and maintaining of a psychiatric serv- 


ice in the hospital, plus an out-patient psychiatric 
clinic at Grady Hospital. 

Certainly such capable men as those who 
make up the Board of Trustees can accomplish 
this goal.

Is the theory of this box-supper technique 
that Sen. Taft, of Ohio, for example, would 
have more appeal if he should wear dirty 
overalls and a floppy farm hat, with a straw 
in his mouth and a smudge on his face, and 
would get out and get red in the face square 
dancing? 


We hope not. For we like Sen. Taft the way 
he is, the way we know him in the Senate, the 
Way we saw him campaigning out in Qhio last 
year, standing on the courthouse steps in small 
towns, dressed in a sober business suit, with 
his watch chain dangling across his stomach, 
clinking the loose change in his pocket, and 
talking very earnestly—just the way all our 
fathers used to look and act. That way he 
seemed so dependable, and,reliable, and comfort- 
able, and altogether American. 


This Republican experiment poses the old 
question about whether clothes make the man. 


Some years ago there was a local politician 
with a constituency on the East Side of New 
York, a gay bon vivant sort of fellow who liked 
night life and all that went with it, including 
soup and fish and a top hat. Did he put on old 
clothes to campaign? Not he. He appeared in 
his resplendent best always, top hat and all. His 
constituents loved it—and kept re-electing him. 
And Jimmy Walker, who was Mayor so long, 
was always Jimmy Walker the Dandy. 

For a slightly different twist of the history 
of costume in politics, there’s Cal Coolidge, the 
plain fellow from Vermont who was President. 
He would dress up in most anything the zaniest 
news photographer would suggest. Some of you 
of the older generation perhaps can still remem- 
ber those newsreels of Cal in full cowboy regalia,

and how he stepped so gingerly down the steps 
of that house out West so he wouldn’t trip on 
the unaccustomed spurs, with that silly, anxious 
grin on his face. 
It didn’t seem to matter. They voted for Cal.

Franklin D. Roosevelt never stepped out of 
his role of Hudson Valley country gentleman for 
any pretense at rubbing elbows with the mob.

Yet these people kept on voting for Mr 
Roosevelt. 

Mr. Willkie was a Very intelligent and urbane 
person. He couldn’t quite fit into this “common 
man” act with its slumming episodés that some 
Campaign advisers had thought up for him. It is 
doubtful if it matters much today whether Re- 
publicans gather at a box supper or Democrats 
eat in elegance at the Waldorf. 

There’s probably more to it than that. 

If another Abe Lincoln comes along it prob- 
ably won’t matter whether he wears a topper, or 
occasionally indulges in a ’coonskin cap for 
effect, or is immaculate like Tom Dewey, or a 
sobersides like Bob Taft. 

When he comes along the people will find out. 


Is Byrnes Seeking New Coalition? 


WASHINGTON—Close associates of James F. Byrnes here have no doubt that the long-range 
objective of his methodically developing attack on the Truman Administration is a union of the 
South, with coriservatives elsewhere; in a fight for the Presidency in 1952. And while there is no 
hint that Byrnes is plugging tor any particular candidate, there is a remarkable similarity between 


his line of criticism and that which Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower recently 


has been voicing. Because 


Eisenhower is enrolled in ne party, he would seem to be ideally fitted for a coalition role. 


Byrnes opened his assault in a commence- 
ment address at Lexington, Va., last June, when 
he said: 

“We are going down the road to statism. 
Where we will wind up, no one can tell, but if 
some of the programs seriously proposed should 
be adopted, there is danger that the individual 
will soon be an economic slave pulling an oar 
in the galley of state.” 


Eisenhower told the American Bar Asso- 
ciation in September that America must 
direct its course “down the middle of the 
road, between the unfettered power of con- 
centrated ... and the unbridled power of 
statism. ... We will not accord to the cen- 
tral Government unlimited authority any 
more than we will bow our necks to the un- 
inhibited seekers after personal power in 
finance, labor, or any other field.” 


In another recent address Eisenhower laid 
down a rule of citizenship which would seem to 
preclude his running away from presidential 
nomination again, as he did in 1948. He said: 
“Stop shrugging off politics as only the polli- 
tician’s business; stop banking on.American luck 
to get us good government. Some time it will 
run out. 

“Dishonest political promises to selfish groups 
—not rebuffed at the ballot box—can make a 
nightmare of the American dream.” 

Because Byrnes is, above ali, a practical poli- 
tician it was suspected from his June speech that 
he was looking to some future joust at the ballot 
box. He disclosed his hand last October by hint- 
ing that he might become a candidate for Gover- 
nor of South Carolina. 

“An important question,” he then said, “is

whether one as Governor could secure the co- 
operation of other Governors in arousing the 
people of the nation to hold the line against 
further encroachment upon the rights of the 
States. ...If 1 conclude that as Governor I could 
make a contribution to the accomplishment of 
these things ...I will be a candidate.” 

That pronouncement set the stage for Byrnes’ 
speech, this week, before the Conference of 
Southern Governors, in which he attacked the 
Truman Administration as a “dangerous group 
of selfish men who love the power to spend the 
money of other people.” 

He repeated and enlarged his attack on the 
“socialistic programs,” projected in Washington, 
and exhorted the Governors to “stand up and 
fight” for the rights of the States. He expressed 
hope that he would live to see Southern Gover- 
nors again “going to Washington with their hats 
on their heads, instead of hat in hand begging 
for a portion of the tax money their constituents 
have been forced to pay.” 


While Byrnes joins in the prevailing 
Southern insistence that each State should 
be left to solve its own racial problems, he 
is said to feel that the 1948 Dixiecrats erred 
by basing their walkout on a civil rights 
platform plan—thereby tagging themselves, 
right off, with racial bigotry. 


Not once in his speeches has Byrnes men- 
tioned race or sectionalism. 

Rather, he is framing his defense of States’ 
rights and individual freedom, as against a Fed- 
erally dictated socialism, in a form that he hopes 
will appeal to a lot of voters north, east and 
west, as well as south. .

NEW YORK—There seems to be considerable indignation over the platoon system in football and 
it is my intention to defend or denounce it with great vehemence as soon as I can make up my mind 
what is right or wrong with same. Meanwhile, I will remark that this is a device of the coaches, B 
hapless, ill-used lot of wretches whose ignominies are their own fault because, on graduation, they

adolescence with, as it were, postgraduate juvenility and, at the age of 35 or 40. 
and busted. The exceptions, about 30 in the entire USA in 


any given season, only prove the rule and even these presently go drifting into odd jobs selling ath- 
letic tackle. insurance or burial plots with petty sidelines such as jury duty with All-America Boards, 


spotting for broadcasters and officiating for the pros. 


The distortion, indeed the profanation of foot- 
ball, has been altogether the doing of the very 
few men who >rofess to hold it dearest and, in 
their fashion. do. They have altered the shape 
of the football from the buxom balloon that the 
likes of Eckersail and Heston used to kick and 
carry to the small and slender cheroot of now. 
They have, periodically, done away with hard 
accouterments, such as the papier-mache helmets 
and the concrete cestus with which, for a time, 
it was the joyous practice to slug offensive line 
men just beneath the skull, and either brought 
them back in some new guise or hatched new 
atrocities. The goal posts have retreated, ad- 
vanced and fallen back again in a sort of dance 
and the mighty winds that blew in the Astor 
over professionalism and the horrible evils of 
men in motion as the coaches met in high con- 
sistory are howling now again for and against 
the new custom of taking out and putting in 
whole teams at once and at will. 


The day is long past when eleven men 
played the entire game for a side and sub- 
stitutes were called only to replace warriors 
laid low by accident or the subtle arts of 
mayhem. The Army played Notre Dame 
without a substitution in 1929, the year Jack 
Elder plucked a pass from Red Cagle and 
ran 95 yards to the touchdown that beat 
West Point, contrary to the odds and ex- 
pectations. But what was 20 years ago and 
even then the custom of replacing winded 
men or dopes was well established, to the 
eonfusion and anger, be it said, of the work- 


ing press upstairs. 


It is exacting work, at the easiest, to cover 
football by the play and my confessions, when 
I get time to put them down, will admit that up 
at Yale for several years I awarded all doubtful 
gains off tackle to Johnny Garvey, of Scranton. 
I probably was more right than wrong, for this 
was the only successful buck Yale had, but my 
point is that Knute Rockne made our hard lot 
worse by sending in whole gangs of ruffians and 
even more so by jumbling their numbers so that 
we might have the center catching a forward 


from a guard. 


Like Yost and Zuppke and Warner before, 
Rockne was an originator and his strategems 
were always raising cries for new rules to make 
him quit what he was doing. But his lavish use 
of men probably was due to other motives than 
the actual need of the moment. Rockne had 
dozens of players who would have been first- 


string anywhere, so he may have jiggled his 
lineups just to keep the stars humble and hearten 
those who were not quite recognized as yet. 


It was unthinkable in the years of his glory 
and to the day he was killed in a plane crash, 
that Rockne ever could lose his charm, prestige 
and job, but I think I observe that all the other 
great coaches of that time have waned and van- 
ishea. It is a fierce business, coaching, &And the 
heartlessness of our institutions of learning in 
casting off family men when they begin to lose 
is a mournful fact of our cultural life. The 
coaches themselves develop a dogged corps spirit 
and put their heads together against a common 
enemy, the world. They are the authority who 
dictate the changes in the rules, always in their 
own interests as a protection against the alumni 
and the brittle, sapless double-domes who hold 
forth as presidents and blink notoriously at lies 
and false pretenses as to the amateurism, of 
their Hessians. 


Now those coaches who have plenty of 
good players find virtue in the platoon sys- 
tem while those with barely enough varsity 
to fill the starting roster naturally deplore 
it. If footb 'l were really a game, with 
spontaneity and joy, the obvious course for 
the coach and the school with fifty first- 
string hands would be to divide them up 
and make three teams, each with its own 
independent schedule and with no rating. 
Notre Dame certainly could put three Notre 
Dame companies on the road this year, each 
team fully qualified to represent the Notre 
Dame tradition, and that would be the better 
way from the standpoint of sport and the 
players themselves, who, in a remote, for- 
gotten way, are supposed te be the principal 
figures in this strange obsession of ours. 


If football is a game, then it should be fun 
and if it is fun the players should be happy to 
play from start to finish, not little blurts in 
special circumstances. 


I rather believe the coaches will view with 
alarm when the question of the platoon system 
comes up this Winter and that the new rule will 
limit substitutions again in the interests of the 
majority of them. 

Altogether, they have done well. Having 
turned my back on football after the Yale-Prince- 
ton game of 1933, I was amazed at the skill and 
force of the play on both sides when I saw the 
Philadelphia Eagles beat the Washington Red- 
skins. It was the greatest football I ever saw.

Will Truman Run Again? 


WASHINGTON—President Truman is riding high, wide and 
handsome as he enters the second year since his 1948 election. 

His first year has convinced many observers of one important 
prospect. If he keeps his health and strength, he is headed for 
candidacy for another term in 1952 as surely as anything in 


politics can be sure. He dismisses the possibility when White 
House intimates mention it to him, but the fact remains that so 
far there is no one in sight anywhere on the political horizon as 


a Presidential 
prefer to Truman. 

This prospect may be affected 
by the 1950 Congressional elec- 
tions. If there should be anoth- 
er Democratic victory, Mr. Tru- 
man would be assured the nomi- 
nation two years in advance. If 
there should be a Republican 
victory, Democrats might possi- 
bly talk of someone else. But it 
still would be true that Mr. Tru- 
man is the best bet to defend his 
own record. 


THE PRESIDENT will be 68 
in 1952. So far as his present 
health is concerned, his four 
years and a half in the White 
House have not worn him down 
nor dimmed the bright twinkle 
in his eye. His hair is a bit 
grayer than it was a year ago, 
when he was elected in his own 
right, but in the language of his 
physician, he has plenty of 
“bounce.” He also has plenty of 
something else—confidence. 

The change from a sort of 
timid humility to assertive con- 
fidence occurred with his elec- 
tion and has been increasingly 
evident ever since. 


Mr. Truman has not closed 
the door to seeking another 
term.

Utilizing 
Waste Lands 


In Valdosta Times 


At a recent meeting of agricul- 
tural leaders, one speaker made 
the significant statement that 
the South is severely handi- 
capped by having 30,000,000 
acres of land in broom sage. This 
is just another way’ of saying 
that the South is handicapped 
by having 30,000,000 acres of 
land that should be in profitable 
production now being wasted, 
for broom sage is not a profita- 
ble crop. 


It is generally admitted that 
the South hasvcome a long way 
in development of permanent 
pastures and in the planting of 
seedling pine trees, but we still 
have a long way to go before we 
will be utilizing all of our nat- 
ural resources. 

Permanent pastures will pro- 
vide the necessary feed for live- 
stock and livestock, where it is 


produced without the expense of | 


buying feed or feeding crops 


that must be cultivated and har- | 


vested by man, is one of the 
more profitable projects a farm- 
er or landowner can undertake. 


IN CONTRAST to this thirty- | 


million acres lying idle, there 
comes a report from the Georgia 
Forestry Commission that a rec- 
ord crop of approximately for- 
ty million State nurseries will 
probably establish a new, all- 
time high for seedling output in 
State nurseries in a single year 
in the South. Georgia again 
will likely lead all Southern 
States in 
These seedlings will be planted 


"on acres that are now not in pro- 


duction, for the most part. 


The forty - million seedlings 
represent four times the quan- 
tity shipped in 1947. The fig- 
ure reflects the increased pro- 
duction attained since that 
year through the development 
of the Davisboro nursery and 
expansion of production at the 
Herty and Flowery Branch 
nurseries. 


The Forestry Commission is 
taking extra care to see to it 
that only healthy seedlmgs are 
shipped. All diseased or insect- 
infested seedlings are being 
eliminated from shipments. 

Adverse weather 
during recent weeks have pro- 
duced evidence of disease and 
insect attack, resulting in losses 
in the seedling crop, as in other 


agricultural crops in the State. | 
It is virtually impossible to pre- | 


vent some losses, but experi- 
ence has demonstrated some 
means by which these losses can 
be reduced. 

This heavy planting of seed- 
lings will go a long way toward 
building better timber stands in 
Georgia and, since these seed- 
lings are being planted on lands 


that would otherwise be in. 


waste or planted to unprofitable 
row crops, there is a bright pros- 
pect for good returns from these 
acres in the years to come. 

This development of timber 
resources, together with the rap- 
idly expanding pasture program 
in Georgia, is going to mean 
that in the years that lie ahead 
we will have a much healthier 
and more profitable agricultur-

PEACHTREE AT PONCE DE LEON 
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Brandeis Camps 
And Plastic Years

It is a controversial subject and, as in 


om most questions involving deep personal 
convictions, there are disputes about the Jewish “attitude” 


within the ranks of Jewish groups themselves. 

Some of them are devoted to Zionism, exuJtant that the state- 
hood of Israel has re-established their “homeland.” Some turn 
their backs on a native “land,” claiming their Jewish heritage is 
religious only and not racial. They are the ones whose ancestors 
have sunk deep roots into the destinies of America or England 
or France or other countries and have become thoroughly iden- 
tified with the nation of their birth and culture. -Others ignore 
the question as an issue at all, believing in their hearts that as- 
similation of their people is the answer—an amalgamation of 
Jews, Hungarians, Poles, Irish, Scots, Britains, Italians, Ameri- 
cans, all into a great melting pot of unity, wherever they live. 

It is to these latter Jews that Dr. Schlomo Bardin, who visited 
in Atlanta this week, addresses himself. 

Dr. Bardin believes there is no escape from one’s self. 

He believes nature punishes those who try to escape, and 

he thinks many American-Jewish youth, both boys and girls, 

are in secret flight that fills them with restlessness and in- 
security. 

“It is because they know nothing of their past,” he says. “And 
because they are ashamed to ask and rebellious at learning. That 
sets up all kinds of abnormal drives ... over-aggressiveness, re- 
sentment, inferiority. They may seem poised on the surface, but 
they are deeply hurt. by their ‘‘difference.” 


Plastic Years 


Dr. Bardin is the national director of the Brandeis Youth 
Foundation, a movement devoted to the principle that the years 
18 to 23 or 24 are “plastic years,” when young people are finally 
facing major decisions of their lifetime, and that with proper in- 
spiration and leadership they can come to grips with values that 
will sustain them forever. 

“This dispossessed feeling of the Jewish boy or girl, apologetic 
and cut off from his past,’ he said, “can be dissipated when he 
or she ledrns of the connection the ancient Jew had with the 
earth and nature, contrary to the modern urbanity of the race, 
and when he learns to understand old music, expressions of the 
soul so deep they cannot be phrased in words, the dance, drama, 
religion and the meaning of its rituals, the language of the He- 
brews and its common use today . 

Dr. Bardin has the sincere eloquence of all natural teachers, 
and the appearance of a kindly Jean Hersholt. He has experi- 
mented with his theory of enriching thoughts of students at the 
brink of adulthood in three Camp Institutes at Winterdale, Pa., 
Santa Susana. Cal.. and Hendersonville, N. C., for nine years with 
what he calls “more than encouraging” results. 

The Brandeis Camps grew out of the impatience of the late 
Justice Louis Brandeis with constant appeals for Palestinian youth 
aid and his counter insistence that something must be done for 
American youth. In Bardin, Brandeis found an international stu- 
dent and teacher. whose most inspiring lesson was watching the 
work of the Danish government in Denmark’s Folk High Schools. 


Danish People Create 

The Danes established this method of teaching postadolescents 
the valuable portions of their native culture, when the nation had 
been defeated by the Germans, overrun by Prussian ideology and 
the young generation viewed their future with hopelessness. 

“The Danes are remarkable anyway,” Bardin maintains, “But 
the fact is, this school idea worked. They are a creative, happy 
people, singing, playing, working, and their products, whatever 
they are, always command the highest price in the world.” 

Bardin, who founded the Nautical Academy in Palestine, and 
has a string of graduate degrees from many schools, believes 
American children are deaf to words. 

“They hear talk, talk, talk, all day long, from every 
source: they see a roadside covered with advertising prom- 
ises, they hear the radio and television, and they don’t be- 
lieve a thing they hear. The way to get to them is by action.” 
The Brandeis Camps indoctrinate their campers first by per- 

mitting them to do all the work of.the place—to establish a sense 
of mutual accomplishment, letting them work in the soil under 
the direction of a trained agrarian, probably a boy from Israel 
who understands the earth naturally, and then at night showing 
them that this same farm boy can also be the leader in thought. 


No Work Degrading 


“We want to break down’ the idea of certain work being de- 
grading,” he explained. ‘““You know, in the old days it didn’t mat- 
ter what work a man did, he could reach the highest points of 
culture. That should be true today.” 

The Brandeis Campers in Hendersonville have added their 
Jewish dances and singing to such local fetes as the Apple Fes- 
tival, mingling it with the square dances and hoe-downs of the 
local citizenry to the delight of all. 

The boys and girls who have attended these camps say they 
come out with a new feeling of co-operation ... and a sense of 
having a great deal to contribute as well as accept. “We get along 
better,” they say. 

As I said, it is a controversial issue, this one of Jewish attitude. 

But Dr. Bardin’s theories of cultivating pride and respect for 
work would do well for any group of young people in any com- 
munity, minority or otherwise.

Williams wos on the ballots of 
all the 24 members of the Base- 
ball Writers’ Association. three 
from each city in the circuit, who 
acted as a committee. Fach listed 
10 plavers in order of their value 
and 13 put Williams on top. He 
also gained three seconds, seven 
thirds and one fourth
